3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

While Mun in view of Russell et al discloses an architecture of a home automation 
system for automatically executing operations in the home including a power line controller PLC 
modules for switching power to appliances in response to a control code, an apparatus for 
monitors and analyzes sample parameters of power line load signal, and finally for detecting 
superimposed transmissions from the power consuming devices on the power line, which signal 
problems associated with the power consuming devices. 

Neither of these references taken either alone or in combination discloses an architecture 
for an automation system having all the claimed features of applicant's instant invention, 



Delete claims 22-37. 



Reasons for Allowance 
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specifically including: "a lookup service maintaining a database of the power consuming devices 
including their attributes of device type and physical location, and device objects corresponding 
to the power consuming devices including a name for each device object mapped to at least one 
address", "a soft state store managing refresh information for the power-consuming devices and 
the device objects" and "a publication/subscription eventing component enabling subscriptions to 
events related to changes in the refresh information managed by the soft state store ". Also, there 
is no motivation to combine the Mun reference with the Russell reference to meet these 
limitations. It is for these reasons that applicant's invention defines over the prior art of record
